EXCITEMENT IN WASHINGTON 


White House to-night suddenly 
summoned the Press by telephone for 
& conference with Mr. Stephen Early, 
President Roosevelt's Secretary, says a 
Reuter telegram from Washington this 
morning. Journalists, grabbing their 
coats, left in their shirt sleeves at the 
double with about ten minutes to 
spare. 

For hours previously the huge 
Nationa! Press Building had buzzed 
with rumours and conjectures, 


** A SECOND FRONT ” 


Mr. Early announced. to the 
assembled Pressmen that Mr. Churchill 
had arrived in the United States, and 
that Mr. Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt 
will confer on the ‘‘ war, conduct of 
the war, and the winning of the war.”’ 

Besides General Sir Alan Brooke and 
Major-General Ismay, the Prime 
Minister is accompanied by Brigadier 
G. M. Stewart, Sir Charles Wilson, Mr. 
John Martin (Secretary) and Com- 
mander Thompson (A.D.C.). 

Mr. Early said he did not anticipate 
any statement from either the President 
or Mr. Churchill this week. . | 

When questioned about a second front 
he added: “I think it is perfect] 
justifiable to assume that Mr. Epurchi 
came for that purpose.”’ 

Speculation about a second frorit is 
permissible, he told the journalists. 

Up to a few minutes before Mr. 
Churchill’s arrival was announced at 
the White House, United States officials 
there denied that any announcement of 
importance was imminent.

While there 
he is not expected to make any public 
appearances, to broadcast to the Allied.

demónstrations. Most oí his time will 
be spent behind closed doors in elose 
consultation with President Roosevelt, 
on the urgent, issues oí the war. 

The all-important thing about these 
transAtlantic visits of Mr. Churchill— 
the last of which was in December—is 
that they enable “ lightning decisions ” 
to be made. When the Premier and 
President are together in the privacy 
of their conference room they can, in 
a matter of hours, settle, perhaps, 
momentous courses of action which it 
would take intermediaries and deputies 
as many weeks to deal with through 
the normal channels of inter-Govern- 
mental communication. That is why | 
Mr. Churchill, who never spares him-

self, has not hesitated to make -the 
long journey immediately he regarded 
it as advisable in the interests of the 
speedy prosecution of the war. 

Some may wonder why Mr. Roose- 
velt has not come to London, where he 
would receive such a tumultuous wel- 
come. They would like to see thése 
visits exchanged. But the constitu- 
tional position in the United States 
makes this difficult. It is not permis- 
sible, except in very unusual circum- 
stances, for the President to leave his 
country during his term of office. 

Mr. Roosevelt is not so physically 
robust as Mr. Churchill, and ‘the strain 
of the 5,000-mile journey might have a 
bad effect upon his health. 


EXCHANGE OF VIEWS 


It would be unwise to jump to any 
conclusions as to the precise matters 
that will be discussed. 
for the second front will build up their 
theories. Others mtay conclude that it 
is the situation in -Libya ‘that will 
receive most attention. Some, too, 
may think that Mr .Churchill has gone 
to give the President a first-hand 
account of M. Molotov’s London visit 
and the negotiations over the Russian 
Pact. Then there is the shipping 
problem and the position in the battle 
of the Atlantic as -well. 

Obviously the whole war field will be 
surveyed, but it is not very helpful to 
make detailed surmises about matters 
which will be known for the most part 
probably by only {vo men talking in

There will be an acute shortage of 
bacon for the next three months. 

The Minister for Agriculture, Dr. J.

Special Correspondent in Cairo cables 
late to-day: “' The enemy is now faced 
with the defences of Tobruk, which are 
fully manned and ready: Heavy. damage 
was inflicted on the enemy during 
yesterday's bitter fighting, which went 
on all day..

unshed to- the ‘east of the El Adem- 

idi Rezegh area, and there is no 
ciggulsing the fact that the danger to 
Tobruk has increased. Mobile units, 
however, still stand as a barrier to any 
attempt to attack Tobruk itself. 

“ Withdrawal of our garrisons from 
EI  Adem and Sidi Rezegh was a 
tactical move imposed by the develop- 
ment of the German armoured thrust, 
which is being carried out at consider- 
able strength. Tobruk is not com- 
pletely encircled. The road east of the 
strenghold has not yet been cut by 
the enemy. There is no news from 
Acroma,. but there is no reason to 
suppose that our forces are not. still 
there.” 

Cunningly-concealed anti-tank guns 
are the-explanation of the heavy Allied 
losses in armour at the beginning of 
the week, when the critical stage of 
the battle was reached, according to 
the 8th Army’s weekly publication, 
“The Crusader.” British armoured 
units ran on to them when they drove 
south to meet the enemy advancing 
towards the coast road.—(Reuter. )

BERLIN, Thursday.—A German 
communiqué states: “In North Africa 
the British 8th Army was split into 
two parts.

- BROADCASTING _ FEES 
WAAMA THANKS MINISTER 


Radio Eireann now pays its artists 
in pounds instead of guineas! This 
was revealed yesterday by Mr. L. 
Cranfield, General Secretary, WAAMA, 
‘when he was asked by an /rish Times 
reporter to comment on the news that 
higher fees are to be paid by the 
broadcasting authorities. 

Mr. Sr óig behalí of WAAMA, 
Ie the attitude oí Mr. P. J. Little, 
Minister for Posts and Téelegraphs, 
adding: *‘ We think, in common with 
everybody else, that unless the high 
priests of parsimony are unfrocked, 
there never will be any improvement in 
Radio Eireann.”’ 

WAAMA’s report to the Minister 
had been built up from data received 
from members of the Association, who, 
without exception, were critical of the 
treatment they had received. 

Mr. Cranfield, however, stressed that 
the Department of Posts and Tele- 
graphs and Mr. Little had received the 
report ‘‘ very sympathetically.” They 
felt. too, that the new Director of 
Radio Eireann had a genuine desire 
to improve matters, and that every help 
should. be given to him. The report 
of the debate in the Dail, and the 
general trend of the discussion, made 
the Association sanguine that the long- 
hoped-for improvements might be going 
to take ‘place. At; the same time, 
WAAMA hoped that this would not 
stop at better pay. for artists. 


|. .MEDIUM OF IRISH 
-- LN.T.0.s REPLY 


The Irish National! Teachers’ 
Organisation, yesterday, termed the 
reply of the Coisde Gnotha of tbe 
Gaelic League to their report on the 
use of Irish as “ misrepresentation 
in excelsis.’’ 

They state that the sponsors of the 
inquiry were the representatives of the 
Organisation, assembled at the annual 
congress. As the decision to publish 
the report was made only a short time 
before it was actually published, and, 
as there was no indication in the 
questionnaire, that it would ever be 
published, the suggestion that those 
who replied were influenced by this 
consideration, was “ simply absurd.”’ 

No “ secrecy “ attended the prepara- 
tion of the report. It was ‘‘ held for a 
year before  publication’’ out of 
courtesy to the Minister and his 
department. 

The section dealing with the teach- 
ing of-infants was submitted to the 
Minister in May, 1939. The final 
report was sent to him two years 
later. While 9,000 members of the 
I.N.T.O. received the report, only those 
teachers who had, themselves, made 
use of Irish as a teaching medium were 
to submit replies based on personal 
experience, irrespective of their opinion 


or the opinion of others.
